AN ENDLESS CHAIN " IN HOGS." 


[National Crop Improvement Service ] 
There are many plans of financing 


the pig club boy. Many banks are 
now ready to take the boy's note un- 
secured for both animal and feed. 


In the endless chain plan a breeder 


or a bank agrees to furnish the female 
pig and agrees to take In return one 
or more plga from the Increase. The 
contract generally provides that the 
toy shall belong to a pig club and ob- 
serve Its rules and follow as far as 
possible the Instructions and sugges- 
tions by the club leaders and to make 
all of the reports required. The man 
who furnishes the sow agrees to carry 
the risk of death from causes that are 
not due to negligence on the part of the 
boy. 


The boy agrees to breed the hog 


when not less than eight months of 
age to a registered boar of the same 
jreed and to raise the resulting Utter 
under the same rules that govern the 
cafe of the sow. 


The boy then agrees to give the man I 


who furnished the sow first choice of | 
all the little female pigs, and in case 
It is agreed to breed a second time dur- 
ing the year, a second choice is given 
nt the age of eight weeks The'.e two 
pigs are then considered full payment 
'or the original sow and the boy is en- 
titled to all that he can moke. 


There are runny variations In this 


jlan. In case the sow pig is received 
y the club member at weaning age, 
two pigs from the first litter at the ' 
same nge. or one from the first and ' 
be second, may be returned.
